Elliott Orders Investigation 
Into Alleged Airlie Payoff 


Ex-Hospital Official 
Enters Guilty Plea 


William R. Ragland, a former administrator in the GW Medical 
Center pathology department, pleaded guilty to e single count of 
embezzlement In D.C. Superior Court Tuesday in connection with the 
theft of over SIS, 000 in hospital funds. 

Ragland, former administrative manager of the Laboratory Medicine 
division of the hospital’s pathology department, wes charged with 
illegally authorizing hospital payments to be sent to his residence He 
allegedly cleared the money by billing the Medical Center for trips for 
which he had already been reimbursed as well as ordering payments for 
business trips to be made to persons hot employed by the hospital. 

According to Court papers filed by the government, the 
embezzlement took place between September 1974 and September 
1977. . 

Medical Center administrator Donald C. Novak said in December 
that hospital authorities were alerted to passible wrongdoing when they 
notidU unusually targe travel expenditures for Ragland’ . department. 
An investigation conducted by a University internal audit unit 
discovered the illegality. Novak said. 

Ragland was dismissed from his 115,000-ayear job at the Medical 
Center shortly after Ms arrest last December, hospital authorities said. 

Raglaad was released on his personal recognizance pending a 
sentencing hearing scheduled for April 12.

Food Board Will Keep Macke Another Year

The Joint Food Services Board 
did not go out for bids on the food 
service contract this year and is 
planning to renew its contract #kh 
Macke, the current food service at 
GW. 

Jeff Rothman, president of the 
board, said there are no major 
changes expected in the food 
services as a result of the renewal. 

It is University policy to go out for 
bids every three years, and under 
this policy the board is not due to go 


out for bids until next year. 
Rothman said. 

If the board is very dissatisfied 
with the firm under contract, it will 
go out for bids, he said. “Y ou go out 
for bids if the contract is really 
screwing up." 

Rothman claimed that hiring 
another catering company would 
change very little. The only change 
would be in management, and 
basically the food would be the same 
because the same employees, recipes 
and equipment would remain, he 
said. 


The amount of money students 
spend on the various meal plans 
should also be taken into accounts 
Rothman said. “There is only so 
much you can do with that money.” 
he added. 

Rothman said he is aware that 
most students feel that Macke is 
"riping them off." but added. "I 
don’t think they are " 

Most of the changes being 
considered involve pricing and 
menu changes. The Housing Office 
has already announced a rise in the 
cost of meal plans for next year. It 


says the 19 meal plan will cost $860 
for two semesters, a rise of $30 over 
this year; the 14 meal plan will cost 
$180. up $60. and the 10 meal plan 
will go up $28 to $680. 

However. Rich Dipippo. vice 
chairman of the board, said the 
exact amounts charged for each 
meal plan will not be determined 
until the end of March, when the 
contract is expected to be signed. He 
said that any rises would be due to 
inflation. 

Dipippo said that when they 
consider price rises for meal plans 


they take into account that about 65 
percent of the 19 meal, plan tickets 
are used while £4 percent of the 14 
meal plan pickets and 95 percent of 
the 10 meal tickets. He said if 
everyone used their 19 meal tickets 
the meal plan would cost them over 
$1,000. 

Alan Clarkson, food services 
director, said it is difficult to 
describe all the contract changes 
because the pact is still under 
negotiation. Clarkson does not 
anticipate any problems in renewing 
the contract.

GPA Holds 
Gay Rights 
Discussion 

Gay rights are "an important and 
basic element of human rights." 
stated Lee Novick. national confer- 
ence coordinator of International 
Women's Year, in a panel discus- 
sion, "Lesbian Rights vs. Equal 
Rights" held last night. 

Charlotte Bunch, lesbian activist 
and contributing writer for several 
feminist publications, said, "We 
still do face the fear that the lesbian 
issue will detract from the women's 
rights issue." 

Bunch referred to a resolution 
supporting lesbian rights that was 
passed at the national conference 
for International Women's Year 
held in Houston last November as 
"a grass roots victory," saying, "1 
think the women's movement made 
an enormous leap forward." 

Bunch also said, “It’s time for gay 
men to make clear that the issues 
are inseparable,” referring to wo- 
men's rights and lesbian rights. 

Also on the panel were Dr. lose 
Bernard, sociologist, and Pauline 
Mahon-Stetson, Manpower develop- 
ment specialist with D.C. Depart- 
ment of Manp wrr. The discussion, 
which was moderated by Pamela 
Layng, was sponsored jointly by the 
Gay People's Alliance and the 
Program Hoard. 
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Charges Are ‘Absolutely False' 
In Airlie Affair, Head Says N

by Hud in exchange for their 
assistance in obtaining about $20 
million worth of federal contracts 
for projects to be conducted jointly 
by Airlie and the University. 

Elko has since told press inter- 
viewers the amount allegedly paid 
by Head was closer to $40,000. 

Although GW and Airlie officials 
emphasize that the two organiza- 
tions are separate, and have no 
direct financial stake in each other, 
the top management of Airlie serves 
as the top management for the 
department of medical and public 
affairs, described by medical center 
officials as being an interdisciplina- 
ry program bringing together stud- 
ies in biological and environmental 
sciences. 

Most of the GW-Airlie contracts 
in question were for a joint project 
in population control, but the two 
organizations have also co-produced 
training films and seminars on drug 
abuse, pollution and heart disease. 

Head's denial of the charges was 
released Tuesday by Frank Kava- 
naugh, a GW professor and founda- 
tion official who says he speaks only 
for Airlie. The University has had 
little comment on the matter, 


federal documents made available 
recently under the Freedom of 
Information Act 

Head's denial was in the form of a 
statement to the Airlie Foundation 
board of directors made Feb. 27. 

Because of Flood’s position as an 
appropriations subcommittee chair- 
man involved with government 
grants, according to Head, “it was 
inevitable for someone in my 
position to come in contact with his 
top assistant, Mr. Elko, who openly 
represented himself to be the 
Congressman’s alter ego.” 

But rather than Head making any 
offer to Elko, the foundation 
director said, Elko came to Head 
late last fall and demanded mon- 
ey — not in return for influence, but 
to help pay legal fees in connection 
with Elko’s conviction on bribery 
and fraud charges last fall. 

Head said he refuted, and 
speculates that “Mr. Elko leveled 
these accusations against me be- 
cause I failed to help him in his time 
of need." 

Elko was not available for 
comment His lawyer, however, 
confirmed that Elko did ask Head 
for help with legal eipenses, accord- 
ing to the Washington Post. 


“My staff and I,” Head contin- 
ued, “went out of our way not to 
offend Mr. Elko.”

Students Polled Feel Board 
Should Have Shown Interview 


The following article is the result 
of a survey of 455 GW students by 
Jordan W. Dentscheff. who asked 
each student 20 questions in order 
to determine his findings. ;

Over 75 percent of GW students 
surveyed indicated that they dis- 
agreed with the Program Board's 
decision not to show the taped 
interview with Harold Mantius, the 
national organizer of the National 
Socialist White People's Party. 

Approximately 51 per cent of 
those surveyed indicated they would 
have made an effort to view the film 
had there been no controversy. 

When asked if they would now want 
to see the interview, 61 per cent of 
the students surveyed indicated thpy 
would. 

Of the students surveyed. 57 
percent said they believed an effort 
should be made to have the film 
aired, indicating that those who are 
interested should be allowed to see 
the interview. Of those students, 
several said that they themselves
